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Jonan, CHAP. ii. VER. 5, 6. 
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BOUT, EVEN TO THE SOUL : THE 
DEPTH CLOSED ME ROUND A= 
BOUT, THE WEEDS WERE WRAPT 
ABOUT MY HBAD : I WENT 
DOWN TO THE BOTTOMS OF THE 
MOUNTAINS; THE EARTH WITH 
HER BARS WAS ABOUT ME FOR 
EVER; YET HAST THOU BROUGHT 
UP MY LIFE FROM CORRUPTION, 
O LoRD M Gop!“ 


HIS paſſage of ſcripture gives us 
a lively, but awful idea of that 


ſpecies of human diſtreſs, for the relief 
of which, the BENEVOLENT SOCIETY, 
whoſe Anniverſary we are now met to 
commemorate, was originally inſtituted. 
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The addreſs to the Almighty, from 
whence the words are ſelected, not only 
contains a minute deſcription. of that 
ſcene of horror, in- which the Prophet 
Jonah had been involved, but expreſſes 
alſo a grateful ſenſe of his complete and 
happy deliverance, a reſolution of future 
obedience, and an acknowledgment, that 
« Salvation is of the Lord.” 


The caſe of Jonah cannot, in every 
particular, be applied to the objects of 
this charity. There are many circum- 
ſtances, however, in his ſhort, but in- 
tereſting hiſtory, which will afford an 
uſeful leſſon for general practice. They 
may alſo have a tendency to improve 
and heighten the gratitude of thoſe, who, 
though they have not ſuffered exactly 
after the ſimilitude of his ſufferings, or 
experienced the ſame mode of deliver- 
ance, might nevertheleſs adopt many paſ- 
ſages in this prophetic book, 


In 
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In ſpeaking, therefore, upon this ſub- 
ject, I ſhall explain and apply as many 
circumſtances, both general and parti- 
cular, as the uſual length of a ſermon 
will permit. | 


The Prophet Jonah had received a 
meſſage from God, to go and bear his 
teſtimony againſt the flagrant abomina- 
tions of the Ninevites, and to accom- 
pany it with the ſevereſt denunciations 
of the divine diſpleaſure. 


We too, my brethren, have received 
a meſſage from the Moſt High, We 
are commanded to bear a perpetual teſti- 
mony in our lives and converſation, 
againſt all the evil propenſities, which 
we bring with us into the world, which 
are the fad conſequences of human apo=- 
ſtacy, and which, if indulged, will in- 
terrupt our intercourſe with Heaven, 
whilſt we are here, and ſhut us out from 
its tranſcendent glories hereafter. 
A 2 Like 
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Like the Prophet, however, we are 
too generally diſobedient to the heavenly 
inſtruction. Inſtead of going to Ni- 
* neveh, and crying againſt it'—inſtead 
of applying to ourſelves thoſe awful 
denunciations of judgment and miſery, 
which are recorded in ſcripture againſt 
every ſpecies of vice and corruption— 
like Jonah, we * flee from the preſence 
© of the Lord; we go down to Joppa, 
& and embark there for Tarſhiſh.” We 
engage in ſuch purſuits, as are altogether 
inconſiſtent with the end of our being, 
and the kind intimations of our God : 
and, that we may enjoy the viſionary 
ſcene of worldly fatisfaftion without in- 
terruption or remorſe, and be out of 
the noiſe of any alarming danger, we 
« go down to the ſides of the ſhip,” 
impoſe filence on the Divine Monitor 
within, and ſeal up our ſpiritual ſenſes 
in a lumber, that too often proves fatal 
to our ſouls. 


Divine 
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Divine Love, however, purſued the 
flying Prophet: It purſues alſo every flying 
ſinner — With all the affectionate ten- 
derneſs of the moſt affectionate parent, 
it adminiſters chaſtiſement, where favour 
hath been ineffectual, withdraws its 
heavenly ſmile, and frowns the wayward 
child into compliance and ſubmiſſion, 


The heavens gather blackneſs — the 


ſtorm riſes with increaſing rage, and 


beats upon the tottering bark —all is 
uproar and confuſion — nature and her 
elements are called to execute the com- 
mands of nature's God— the trembling 
mariners haſten to the ſleeping Prophet, 
and thunder in his ears the alarm of in- 
ſtant deſtruction—“ What meaneſt thou, 
„O ſleeper? Ariſe, and call upon thy 
« God!” 


Similar to this are thoſe affeCtionate, 


yet awful viſitations of Heaven, which 
are intended to rouſe ſlumbering mortals 
A 3 from 
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from ſpiritual inſenſibility. From what- 
ever quarter the ſtroke proceeds, how- 
ever various the methods which the God 
of Love employs for this benevolent 
purpoſe, the language of every diſpen- 
ſation is ſtill the ſame. 


Whether ſickneſs or affliction be the 
means — whether the alarm is occaſioned 
by an emaciated body, or a mind borne 
down by ſorrow and diſtreſs — by the 
loſs of fortune, or the loſs of friends— 
by convictions of guilt within, or ap- 
prehenſions of danger from without 
in each, in all of theſe, it is the voice 
of God ſpeaking through the diſpenſa- 
tions of his Providence, and ſaying to 
every ſinner “ What meaneſt thou, O 


«* fleeper ? Ariſe, and call upon thy 
« God!” 


No doubt the Prophet was exceed- 
ingly alarmed at the ſituation in which 
he found himſelf, on being rouſed from 


his 


5 
his ſlumbers. The rage of the ſtorm, 


the terrors of the mariners, and the 
awful ſummons which they had juſt 
pronounced, added to the ſtroke of con- 
ſcious guilt, which his breaſt undoubt- 
edly ſuſtained from a reflection on his 
late diſobedience, muſt have thrown him 
into the deepeſt conſternation, 


A ray of light, from its eternal ſource, 
opened to his foul a view of its dark 
and comfortleſs ſtate. He recognized 
the heavenly intimation, clearly diſcern- 
ed the cauſe of the tempeſt, and earneſtly 
entreated the reluctant mariners to caſt 
his rebellious nature into the raging 
deep, as the only means of aſſuaging 
its violence, and reſtoring a calm. 


And is not this always the cafe ? Muſt 
not this be the caſe of every ſoul, that 
is truly rouſed from its ſpiritual lethargy ? 
The firſt operation of the Divine Spirit 
is to © convince us of ſin,” to make 
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us ſenſible of our natural depravity, and 
our conſequent darkneſs and miſery. By 
whatever means this bleſſed event is 
brought to paſs, reluctant nature ſhud- 
ders at the operation. If the ſtroke, 
however, takes effect; if we hear and 
obey the voice of Heaven, we immedi- 
ately “ riſe and call upon our God; we 
give up every evil temper, which had 
hitherto withſtood the commands of Hea- 
ven, to be caſt into the ſea; we acknow- 
ledge the fitneſs and propriety of the divine 
diſpenſation ; we devoutly addreſs our- 
ſelves to our heavenly Father, and ſin- 
cerely pray, that his work of Love may 
be completed, that his kingdom may 
come, and his will may be done” 
with reſpect to our earthly as well as 
our heavenly part: and though tribu- 
lation, and ſorrow, and temptation, may 
for a while be our portion ; though, like 
the Prophet, we may be © buried in the 
* waters,” ſhut out from the light and 
comfort of Heaven, yet are we willing 


to 


1 
to ſubmit to all this, that our inward 
man may be emancipated from the bon- 
dage of his corrupt companion, and 


landed ſafe on the ſhore of an eternal 
world. 


It is true, even the ſevereſt diſpen- 
ſations are ſometimes ineffectual: they 
may rouſe, but not reform; they may 
terrify, but not produce ſubmiſſion. 
The evil and corrupt nature of man muſt 
be dealt with, as the mariners did with 
the Prophet: it muſt be caſt into the 
ſea—or the rage of the ſtorm will never 
ceale. 


Every vicious defire, every unlovely 
aſſion, muſt be abandoned, or virtue, 
Polineks, and love, cannot make their 
appearance in the human heart. Of 
this every real Chriſtian muſt be ſen- 
fible, from that weariſome conflict, 
which he daily experiences betwixt the 
fleſh and the ſpirit And of this he will, 


In 
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in ſome degree, be ſtill ſenſible, till 
death diſſolves the tie, totally delivers 
him from his body of fleſh and blood, 
and unveils that body of glory, which 
hath been growing under an earthly ve- 
hicle, and gradually ripening to per- 
fection. 


The ſufferings of the Prophet ſeem 
to have been accompanied with thoſe 
ſalutary effects, which the Providence 

of God always intends by his wiſe and 
affectionate chaſtiſements. He was hum- 
bled—he was penitent for his paſt error 
| - and diſobedience— he was prepared to 
execute chearfully the important com- 
miſſion, which he had impiouſly ſlight- 
ed and rejected before, 


i His chaſtiſement, indeed, was ſingu- 
"nn lar; the manner of his preſervation un- 
in der it, and of his deliverance from it, was 
| ſupernatural. This, like many other 


events, under the Old Teſtament diſ- 
if penſation, 


Lt. 2 
penſation, had not only a literal ſenſe, 
but a typical and prophetical reference. 
One was fulfilled in his own perſon— 
the other in that illaſtrious and adorable 
Redeemer, in whom all the law and the 
prophets centered: As Jonah was 
* three days and three nights in the 
* whale's belly, ſo was the Son of man 
* three days and three nights in the 
% bowels of the earth.” 


There are other peculiarities with 
which the chaſtiſement of Jonah was 
marked, ſuch as, its not being ſent in 
the ordinary courſe of Providence, but 
inflicted as an immediate puniſhment for 


an act of diſobedience—his retaining 


both his outward and inward ſenſes, 
whilft he was overwhelmed by the wa- 
ters, ſo as to be able to view the horrors 
of his ſituation, and to pray to the 
Almighty for deliverance. Theſe are 


peculiarities which will nat admit of a 


general application, though they may 
have 
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have a deep and important ſpiritual 
meaning. | 


There are few, however, to whom . 
the words of the Prophet, which I have 
made choice of for my text, may not, 
in ſome reſpect or other, be applied: 


« The waters compaſſed me about, 
* even to the ſoul: the depths cloſed 
«© me round about, the weeds were 
« wrapt about my head: I went down 
© to the bottom of the mountains: the 
« earth with her bars was about me 
« for ever; yet haſt thou brought up 
my life from corruption, O Lord my 
« God!” 


In expreflions, ſimilar to theſe, tho' 
in a figurative ſenſe, we find danger and 
diſtreſs of every kind, ſpiritual as well 
as temporal, often deſcribed in ſorip- 
ture. Job, ſpeaking of the number and 
ſeverity of his calamities, ſays: They 

came 


16 
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came upon me as a wide breaking in 


6 of waters; in the deſolation they 


66 


rolled themſelves upon me.” David 


frequently ſpeaks of his ſufferings under 
the ſame expreſſive figure: All thy 
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waves and thy billows are gone over 
me Save me, O God, for the waters 
are come in unto my ſoul—lI ſink in 
deep mire, where there is no ſtand- 
ing—I am come into deep waters, 
where the floods overflow me—Thy 
wrath lieth hard upon me, and thou 
haſt afflicted me with all thy waves 
If it had not been the Lord, who 
was on our fide, then the waters had 
overwhelmed us, the ſtream had gone 
over our ſoul. God ſent from above: 
he took me, he drew me out of many 
waters.” 


In this ſtrong and lively metaphorical 


ſenſe, the expreſſions of my text may 
be applied to human adverſity . in all 
its various forms: and I ſhould ſup- 


poſe, 
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poſe, that there is ſcarcely one in this 
aſſembly, who hath not experienced in 
the courſe of his life ſome ſuch deliver- 
ance from bodily or ſpiritual danger, 
as might have led him to fay in the 
language of the Prophet: Vet haſt 
«© thou brought up my life from cor- 
eruption, O Lord my God! 


But ** there are ſome ſtanding among 
* you,” in whom the ſeveral circum- 
ſtances of the Prophet's ſituation, men- 
tioned in my text, have been, not fi- 
guratively, but literally exemplified. 
© There are ſome ſtanding among you,” 
who may be ſaid to have taſted death,” 
and whoſe lives, nevertheleſs, have been 
„ brought up from corruption,” by a 
merciful and gracious Providence. 


To you, then, my brethren, * who 
have been ſo remarkably favoured of 
Heaven, I am led to make a particular

application of this paſſage. For you 
% have been compaſſed about by the 
e waters, even to the ſoul : the depths 
e cloſed you round about; the weeds 
te were wrapt about your head: you 
te went down to the bottoms of the 
e mountains: the earth with her ever- 
e laſting bars was about you: yet have 
e your lives been brought up from cor- 
r ruption by the Lord your God.” 


You have had, in your own perſons, 
the moſt convincing proof that could 
be given of the uncertainty of human 
life. The ſun ariſeth,” ſays the Pſal- 
miſt, ©* and man goeth forth to his work 
* and to his labour until the evening.” 
But alas! how many are there to whom 
the evening never comes, whoſe ſun 
goes down at noon, and leaves them in 


the darkneſs of death ? 


Such, or nearly ſuch, my brethren, 
has been your ſituation. You probably 
went forth to your work and to your 


labour,“ 
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ce labour, in the full confidence of health, 
and took a chearful leave of your deat 
families or friends, with an aſſurance of 
returning to them at the uſual hour. 
But the adverſary of mankind met you 
on the way Becauſe your foot ſlipt, 
he was prepared to triumph over you. 
He marked you for his prey. His icy 
hand chilled the fountain of life, and 
ſtopped the genial current in your veins. 
In that dread moment, had not Heaven 
graciouſly interpoſed, and called the 
Friends of Humanity to your aid, you 
muſt have continued at the bottom of 
the waters, with your heads wrapt 
© in the weeds,” till raiſed and return- 


ed, cold and breathleſs for ever, to your 
lamenting friends. 


But bleſſed be God ! ſcarcely was 
your danger announced, than your relief 


appeared : the prey was ſnatched from 
the hands of the devourer. By the 


timely application of {kill imparted from 
| aboye, 


oy, 


above, your ſeemingly lifeleſs clay was 
reanimated, and your deliverers brought 
you home on their ſhoulders rejoicing. 


What return, then, will you make 
unto the Lord your God, for thus 
* bringing up your life from corrup— 
„tion?“ Will you not * enter into his 
“gates with thankſgiving, and into his 
„ courts with praiſe ? Will you not be 
* thankful unto him, and ſpeak good 


c of his name?”

Even the heathen, we are told, after 
any ſignal eſcapes or deliverances, hung 
up their votive tablets in the temples of 
their gods. Public acts of thankſgiving 


for mercies received, our pure and holy 


religion enjoins. But neither votive 
tablets, nor public acts of thankſgiving, 
are ſufficient to expreſs a proper grati- 
tude for the diſtinguiſhing mercies you 
have received. 


B Inſcribe 
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Inſcribe them, therefore, in indelible 
characters, on the living tablets of your 
hearts; read the inſcription daily in 
your cloſets ; let it aſſiſt and animate 
your devotions in the houſe of God. 
In the moment of weakneſs, and on the 
ſudden attack of powerful temptation, 
turn to it as your faithful monitor : it 
will remind you of your duty; it will, by 
God's grace, enable you to reſiſt every 
evil paſſion, and to check every ſinful 
ſuggeſtion ; and it will help your ſoul 
to reflections like theſe : 


O my God! after having received 
ſuch fingular and unmerited favours at 


thy hands; afte.. aving been taught, by 


a moſt awtul diſpenſation of thy Pro- 


vidence, the inſtability of human things, 


the vanity of depending upon myſelf, 
upon mine own health or ſtrength for 
a moment's preſervation of my fleeting 
life; after having been ſnatched from 
the graſp of death, by the inſtruments 

of 
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of thy goodneſs ; after thou haſt, © in 
love to my ſoul, delivered it from the 
*« pit of corruption ;” ſhall I be fo loſt 
to every ſenſe of gratitude, ſo un- 
mindful of the great debt of love, fo 
regardleſs of my own ſpiritual and beſt 
concerns, as to ſuffer myſelf to be en- 
ſnared by the wiles of the tempter, to 
liſten for a moment to his ſinful ſug- 
geſtions, or to tranſgreſs, in one ſingle 
point, thy righteous laws ? 


No—let me rather conſider myſelf as 
riſen from the dead, as called by thy 
grace to a more than common ſtrictneſs 
and purity of life. Let .1y future con- 
duct prove, that thy awful warnings and 
moſt merciful interpoſitions have not 
been loſt upon an ungrateful wretch ; 
but that my heart is more and more 
entendered by recollection, and more 
and more united to Thee, my Lord, my 
Lite, and my Deliverer ! 


B 2 Such 
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Such reflections as theſe, daily and 
hourly recurring to your minds, will 
certainly be an excellent preſervative 
from the ſnares of the world, and the 
deceitfulneſs of ſin. But above all, my 
brethren, remember that you are fallen 
creatures, endowed with a capacity of 
being redeemed from the bondage of an 
earthly life to the illuſtrious privileges 
of an heavenly one. Live, therefore, 
above the world. Conſider yourſelves 
as ſtrangers and pilgrims upon earth. 
Riſe ſuperior to its childiſh faſhions, its 
mean and ignoble purſuits. Aſſert the 
dignity of your redeemed nature ; and 
« glorify God with your bodies and 
« with your ſpirits, which are the 
6 Lord's.” The world is, indeed, a 
tempeſtuous ocean, whoſe *©* billows 
rage and ſwell. Be it your grand 
concern to ſecure yourſelves a place in 
the ark of Chriſt's church ; and thus, 


being ſtedfaſt in faith, joyful through 


* hope, and rooted in charity,” you 
will 


1 


will ſoon paſs the waves of this raging 
and reſtleſs ſea, and finally come to the 
land of everlaſting life and peace. 


And now, ye honoured Patrons, 
Friends and Directors of a SociE T 
juſtly called Hu ANR, permit me to 
congratulate you on that ſpirit of Phi- 
lanthropy, which prompted you to en- 
gage in an undertaking ſo falutary to 
your ſpecies, as well as on the aſtoniſh- 
ing ſucceſs with which Heaven hath 
crowned your labours of love. 


Thoſe reſcued captives from the wa- 
tery grave, to whom I have juſt ad- 
dreſſed myſelf, with a numerous train 
of fellow-ſufferers, under ſimilar cir- 
cumſtances of danger, are living teſti- 
monies of the utility and efficacy of 
this inſtitution. 


Your beneficence hath not been con- 
fined to the recovery of thoſe, who 
B 3 were 
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were apparently drowned, but hath 
been extended to various other caſes of 
ſeemingly ſudden death. If you have 
not been able to arreſt the ſacrilegious 
hand of the gloomy ſuicide in its deſ- 
perate attempt on his own life, yet, 
where the attempt has been made, you 
have ſeaſonably interpoſed, and pre- 
vented any mortal effects. And it muſt 
give particular pleaſure to a Chriſtian 
audience, to be told, that none of thoſe, 
whom you have thus reſcued out of 


their own hands, have ever repeated the 
horrid attempt. 


Your publick accounts inform us, 
that, fince the commencement of this 
inſtitution, in the year 1774, above 300 
perſons have been preſerved from im- 
minent danger of drowning, and from 
other kinds of ſudden and accidental 
deaths; that the greater part of theſe 
were in the prime of life, and no in- 

_ conſiderable 
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conſiderable number were of the riſing 
generation. 


I honour the zeal and induſtry with 
which you haye proſecuted this laudable 
deſign. I have traced with delight the 
rapid progreſs you have already made; 
and I feel a pleaſing confidence, that 
when this reſpectable audience, and the 
public in general, are made acquainted 
with the extent of your wiſhes, and the 
difficulties you labour under in the ac- 
compliſhment of them, their hearts and 
their hands will be open liberally to 
encourage and ſupport you. 


Be it known, then, to all who are 
here aſſembled, and to the whole com- 
munity, that the preſent funds of this 
excellent Society are by no means ade- 
quate to the execution of their plan. 
An immenſe expence attends what they 
haye already undertaken ; and what they 
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wiſh to undertake, calls for large addi- 
tional ſupplies. 


They wiſh, in the firſt place, to com- 
plete their deſign, by appointing medi- 
cal affiſtants, and extending their re- 
wards through every part of the coun- 
try. Theſe rewards have been hitherto 
promiſed only for the recovery of the 
drowned. They have, however, fre- 
quently been paid to thoſe, who have 
been ſo happy as to ſucceed in other 
caſes, where life was apparently extin- 
guiſhed by accidental ſuffocation, or 
attempts of ſuicide. They wiſh, there- 
fore, as theſe premiums have had fo 
happy an effect, to diſpenſe them through- 
out the whole kingdom, that their fel- 
low-ſubjects, in every part of it, may 
neither be without proper medical aſſiſ- 
tants, nor ſufficient motives to encourage 
them to fly to the relief of their neigh- 
bours in time of need.

They wiſh, in the ſecond place, to 
make their method of treatment as uni- 
verſally known as poſſible. For this 
purpoſe, they have already diſtributed, 
at a great expence, thouſands of pamph- 
lets, containing the moſt uſeful and 
approved directions on this ſubject; the 
good effects of which have been expe- 
rienced, and reſpectfully acknowledged, 
in different parts of this kingdom. This 
practice they are deſirous of ſupporting, 
and of theſe pamphlets they would wil- 
lingly enlarge the diſtribution. 


Laſtly, Another improvement of their 
benevolent plan, which muſt give the 
higheſt ſatisfaction to every ſincere and 
pious Chriſtian, hath lately been ſug- 
geſted by an eminent and worthy phy- 
fician,* who, in the true ſpirit of Chriſti- 
anity, wiſhes to ſee the temporal mer- 
cies and deliverances of mankind ren- 
dered ſubſervient to their improvement 
in the ſpiritual and divine life ; and that 


| is, 
* Dr, LETTSOM. 
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is, that a Bible, together with ſome 
« little book of ſpiritual inſtruction and 
% advice, ſhould be prefented to each 
«© recovered perſon, as a perpetual me- 
% morial of the mercies ſuch perſon 
„ hath received.” This may be of 
much uſe indeed, as the greater part of 
thoſe, whoſe lives have been ſaved, are 
obliged to earn their daily bread by em- 
ployment on the waters; and few of 
them, it is to be feared, have had any 
ſerious thoughts of their eternal ſalva- 
tion. 


* 


Such are the noble and exalted pur- 
poſes, which the Humane SoclitTY 
are anxious to accompliſh, But they 
declare themſelves incompetent to theſe 
purpoſes, unleſs their views ſhould be 
more warmly patronized, and more libe- 
rally encouraged, by thoſe, to whom 
Providence hath afforded abilities to 
aſfiſt them in an undertaking fo truly 
beneficial to mankind. 

After

After this true and juſt information 
of the amazing ſucceſs wherewith their 
labours have been attended, the extent 
of their benevolent deſires, and the in- 
ſufficiency of the means of carrying them 
into execution, need I make uſe of any 
further arguments to engage your pa- 
tronage and ſupport ? 


Turn your eyes, however, once more, 
towards that happy group, whoſe coun- 
tenances ſpeak ſuch ſentiments as I have 
not language to expreſs ; and then realize 
to yourſelves the ſituation of their fami- 
lies or friends, both at the moment of 
danger, and the moment of deliverance. 
The ſcenes were real Imagination can- 
not paint them too ſtrong Think that 
you hear the ſhrieks of an affectionate 
wife, or the lamentations of a tender 
parent 


Save my huſband, ye Lovers of Hu- 
manity !—Reſtore him, if ye can, to 
theſe 


— 
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theſe widowed arms !—He was the only 
ſtay and ſupport of myſelf and my help- 
leſs babes—We are loſt for ever without 
him—In preſerving his life, ye preſerve 
ours alſo !— 


Haſte, fly to the relief of my ſinking 
child !—Oh, he is gone !—Snatch him, 
if ye can, from the devouring deep— 
Breathe into him once more the breath 
of life—Lay him upon this boſom pant- 
ing with anguiſh—and let his dear heart 
beat the return of life to mine !
